"The big problem arises when 
the tenant is moving from the 
farm this fall as some will do. 
In that case the payment for 
1933 must -be divided between the 
landlord and tenant who farm- 
ed the land in 1933. 


"For example, if a tenant has 


320 acres of wheat in 1933: his 
share is two-thirds of the crop 
under his lease and his average 
annuaf production is 3,200 bushels. 
The owner decides to farm the 
land or to change tenants in 
1934. 
He 
and the new tenant 
agree to reduce the acreage to 
256 acres in 1934 if that reduc- 
tion is required. 


"The total 1933 payment 
of 
about 4450 will 
be

tween the owner and the 1933 
tenant, .cwlth the tenant getting 
$300 and the landlord $150. paid 
in fall ( and spring installments.

DECLINES 


Continued improvement in 


the condition of the nation's 
banks remains one of the 
encouraging features of the 
general business situation. 


Loans made by the Recon 


struction Finance corpora 
tion supply a standard by 
w h i c h 
the condition of 
banks can be measured. The 
corporation's report cover- 
ing June shows a decline of 
nearly 50 per cent in loans 
made financial institutions 
compared with the figures 
for May. 


The total of loans in June 


made to banks and trusl 
companies was $38,841,466, 
of which $21,474,583 was 
for the 
reorganization or 


liquidation of closed institu- 
tions. In May, loans totaled 
$64,110,259, with $35,850,- 
500 of this amount going to 
closed institutions. 


A large number of banks 


remained closed, but these 
are being reopened or liquid- 
ated as rapidly as conditions 
will permit.

How unscrupulous deal- 


rs impose upon the buying 
••ublic frequently is revealed 
jy the federal trade com- 
mission which constantly is 
on the hunt for improper 
practices.* 


A striking illustration of 


;he extent of deception prac- 
ticed upon the public was 
given in a recent commis-i 
sion order barring the sell- 
ng of old hats for new ones. 
tt was discovered that a 
considerable business in this 
line had been built up. Nine 
concerns in New York were 
cited as offenders and warn-, 
ed against continuance of| 
;heir methods. It was found 
;hat these concerns had been 
buying old hats, discarded, 
worn hats, cleaning them 
and fitting them with new 
•ibbons, sweat bands and 
inings and then selling them 
for new hats. Hereafter, the 
commission ordered, such 
made-over hats m u s t be 
plainly labeled as such. 


Many of the hats, it was 


disclosed, got into the hands 
of retailers without the lat- 
ter knowing they were not 
new. 
During the hearing, 


witnesses 
connected with 


chain store hat organiza- 
tions testified they did not 
know of'a single case where 
a man entering a store to 
buy a hat asked for a "new 
hat." All simply asked for 
"a hat." 


This, however, is no justi- 


fication for a dealer tender- 
ing a made over hat without 
letting the customer know 
the fact.

Had the exper- 
iment been launched in a 
time of less general distress 
it would have been hailed as 
a revolutionary undertak- 
ing. 


A LEGALLY CAPABLE 


DRIVER 


The project, of course, is 


a part of the general recov- 
ery program and was pro- 
vided for in the legislation 
covering this subject. It is, 
nevertheless, an important 
step, with respect to imme- 
diate results and from a 
longer-range viewpoint. If 
successful, it may become a 
permanent part of the na- 
tion's industrial setup. 


The idea is to establish

eyelashes,
